Swanscy Victim of Assassins. 


Police Inspector Swansey. against 


whom a verdict of wilful murder was 
given by a coroner's jury In connec- 
tion with the assassination of Mayor 
MacCurtain in March was shot dead 
while proceeding to his home from 
church at Lisburn. to which town he 
had been transferred after the flnd- 
ng of the coroner's jury. 


The killing of Inspector Swansey 


was among the most daring of *. long 
series. The congregation* were leav- 
ing all the Protestant churches at the 
time and converging on the scene of 
the shooting. The officer had been 
with his mother and sister at services 
at Christ church and had reached the 
corner of Railway street, where he 
resided. 


Here three men. armed, with rides, 


confronted, Swansey and fired on him 
in the presence, of his ^horrified fam- 
ily. Swansey "fell, bat'to~inake douB- 
ly sure, the assassins discharged their 
weapons again" into bis body. 


Turning, the assassins ran along

Captain Woods, commandant of the 
Lisburn branch of the Ulster volun- 
teers, made a dash for the assassins, 
although only armed with a atick- 
The assassins fired on Woods, a bullet 
shattering the stick in his hand. He 
was not injured. 


The murderers then fired at other 


persons who had joined the pursuit, 
but without effect, and jumped Into a 
waiting taxicab and drove off toward 
Belfast. All the roads converging on 
the city were promptly patrolled, by ' 
police and military, but the assassins 
escaped.
